Beneath Nation 
Dignity, French Chief 
Says of Invitation 


PARIS, Feb. 18.—(UP)—G en. 
Charles de Gaulle, taking action 
after two meetings of his cabi- 
net, refused an invitation from 
President Roosevelt. to meet him 
somewhere outside of France on 
the President’s return trip from 
the Big Three Crimea meeting, it 
was learned on the most reliable 
authority today. 

The invitation was given De 
&' Gaulle Tuesday by U: S. Ambas- 
sador Jefferson Caffery. President 
Roosevelt reportedly asked that 
De Gaulle meet with him to dis- 
cuss participation in the forthcom- 
ing San Francisco United Nations 
conference, and in the military oc- 
cupation of Germany. 

It was understood no particular 
reason for De Gaulle’s declining 
the invitation was given except 
that “the present juncture is not 
considered suitable for a meeting.” 

According to reports, half of 
De Gaulle’s cabinet favored ac- 
ceptance and the others, including 
De Gaulle, took the attitude that 
since France was not invited to 
attend the Crimea conference it 
would be beneath her dignity to 
accept an invitation to a parley 
which is considered to be of sec- 
ondary importance.

Konev is perhaps the most feared 
by the enemy—a fear grounded 
on his record. 

In the dark days of 1941 he was 
known as “the general who never 
retreated.” He did, in fact, give 
some ground, but within a month 
of the start of Hitler’s invasion, 
Konev’s name was linked with the 
first big Russian counterattacks. 
ON RAMPAGE 

During the battle of Moscow, 
Konev went on a Teal offensive 
rampage, recapturing from the 
startled enemy such strongpoints 
as Klin, Kalinin and Toropets, Be- 
fore he was halted, his men had 
covered more than 200 miles. 

But it is as a river buster” that 
he has been a nemesis of the Ger- 
man supreme command in the 
east. The Oder is only the latest 
in a list of great water barriers 
he has spanned, a list that includes 
the Dnepr, Bug, Dnestr, Prut and 
Vistula. 

The Vistula crossing last sur -- 
mer was typical of his dynamic 
generalship. Other Soviet army 
groups reaching the broad Polish 
waterway were stopped cold, but 
Konev’s advanced units, spurred 
on by the idolized “Old Man,” 
shot to the left bank some hun- 
dred miles south of Warsaw even 
ahead of large numbers of the re- 
treating enemy. 

THREAT TO REICH 

The Sandomierz bridgehead, 
which Hitler is reported to have 
called “a pistol pointed at Ger- 
many’s head,” was held by Konev 
against terrific counterattacks. Not 
only did the Germans fail to shove 
him back into the Vistula, they at 
last had to be content with ring- 
ing his salient with a triple line 
of defenses which he cracked 
within 48 hours of starting his 
winter offensive Jan. 12. 

Just' as Konev’s penetration into 
Romania a year ago was the basis 
of the Red army’s later sweep

The night resistance collapsed 
on Bataan, Anderson said farewell 
to friends who flew the last two 
remaining fighter planes to Min- 
danao. Then, despite the terrific 
explosions detonated by American 
demolition squads, he stayed at 
the radio, warning the remaining 
fighting men of the approach of 
the Japanese. 

Anderson had been an air force 
officer—aide to the late Brig. Gen. 
Harold L. George, who was killed 
in an air crash in Australia. But 
he turned into an infantry officer 
overnight.

Russians Carve Gains 
As 6 Battles Rage; 
Berlin Kayo Poised 


LONDON, Monday, Feb. 19.— 
(UP)—Russian troops, in the tenth 
major encirclement during the Red 
Army’s winter offensive, have sur- 
rounded the Vistula fortress of 
Grudziadz, 57 miles south of Dan- 
zig, and have raced across German 
Silesia to within 19 miles of the 
border of Saxony. 

Hacking through stiffening en- 
emy resistance along the 800-mile 
eastern front yesterday the Rus- 
sians carved out the new gains in 
six great battles which raged as 


a bloody prelude to the expected

In 
Brandenburg province, still an- 
other enemy group which had 
held out near the German fron- 
tier south of Schwerin was forced 
to capitulate and 1,245 prisoners 
were seized. 

On the Dresden road, Red Army 
forces drove to within 19 miles 
of the provincial border of indus- 
trial Saxony by capturing the 
town of Naumburg. The town is 
19 miles east of Goerlitz, an outer 
guard of Dresden. 

Moscow also confirmed that the 
medieval fortress of Sagan, 86 
miles southeast of Berlin, had 
been captured. 

Before Berlin, Soviet troops 
massing for a possible frontal as- 
sault, were described by the en- 
emy as preparing to attack. A 
Transocean agency broadcaster 
said it “does not appear that the 
Russians will wait long.” 


Berlin .claimed that German 
troops had achieved a “clear-cut 
defensive success” within the last

Charges Not True, Says Scarlett

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—(/)— 
Secretary of War Stimson, in 
words “blunt and plain,” warned 
tonight “we dare not delay long- 
er” enacting the war work law. 

Speaking “primarily” to those 
who have sons or husbands or 
other dear ones at the front,” the 
secretary asserted in a prepared 
Blue Network address that “dead- 
ly shortages are now looming up 
before us,” and a crisis is at hand. 


Voluntary means have failed to 
keep trained men at their essen- 
tial jobs and national service 
legislation is the only remedy, he 
said. He lauded house passage 
Feb. 1 or the work-or-jail-bill for 
men. 

With the bill now pending for 
days in the Senate Military Af- 
fairs Committee, Stimson argued 
against “prolonged consideration 
of comparatively trivial details.”

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A Vista of Tax Confusion 


A committee of the Georgia house of 
representatives has given an 11-to-10 fa- 
vorable vote to a measure which would 
exempt agricultural gasoline from five of 
the present six-cents-per-gallon tax. 


The Constitution is always in fullest 
sympathy with any workable plan of ad- 
vantage to the farmers of this state. This 
proposal, however, does not appear work- 
able. The task of enforcement and admin- 
istration of such a law would be so tremen- 
dous as to be practically insurmountable. 


In the first place, it would require more 
than the judgment of,a Solomon, in many 
instances, to decide the dividing line be- 
tween gasoline used for agricultural pur- 
poses and that used for nonagricultural. 
For instance, would the gasoline used by 
a traveling salesman who distributes agri- 
cultural products, or by-products, come 
under the privileged one-cent-a-gallon 
rate? Would the gasoline used by a farmer 
to drive his family to a motion picture 
show rate the low tax rate? Would the 
business or professional man of the city 
who operates a farm as a hobby get all his 


gasoline at the low rate and, if not, what 
proportion of his total gasoline consump- 
tion would be at each rate? 


Secondly, such a class distinction in a 
sales tax would inevitably open the door 
to wholesale bootlegging and black mar- 
keting. It is probable that, after such a plan 
had been operating a year or two, statistics 
would show that 98 per cent of the gasoline 
‘sold in this state came under the agricul- 
tural classification. 


Proponents of the plan argue that it 
would increase state revenue by increas- 
ing farm gasoline consumption. Until the 
war’s end and the later end of gasoline 
rationing, however, no one can make any 
substantial increase in his gasoline use. 
The ration board sees to that. 


It might then be wise to at least defer 
enactment of such law until the nation’s 
gasoline pumps again flow freely for all, 
and then to examine, very carefully, the 
terrific difficulties involved in any fair 
operation of such a piece of class-privilege 
legislation.

Did Stalin Win ’ 


Crimea Conference? 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill is en route

The cry from a portion of the American press that Stalin “won” 
the Crimea conference was too quick and too loud. It sounded 
like a performance which had been prepared for use when the 
signal was given, regardless of the actual results of the conference. 
It may have been based in part on faulty guesswork. It could 
not have been based on the declarations which issued from the 
conference, because they do not support such a verdict. 

The declarations on liberated Europe, and on Poland and Yugo- 
slavia in particular, support a long-standing objective of American 
policy: to see that these peoples have a free opportunity to choose 
their own democratic governments and to prevent any provisional 
arrangements from prejudicing the full exercise of this right. At 
Yalta the three powers not only affirmed that they have this com- 
mon objective but made provision for joint machinery to protect 
and promote it. 

With respect to Poland, the boundary dispute with the Soviet 
Union was not regarded by the U. S. government as of central im- 
portance. The eastern boundary of prewar Poland was in effect 
fixed by the unilateral action of the Poles as a result of a victory 
over the Red army. It incorporated into Poland large areas in 
which the Poles were a minority. One may argue that these ter- 
ritories, which are predominantly White Russian and Ukranian, 
should not be part of the Soviet Union, but it is hard to argue that 
they belong to Poland. And since they were incorporated in the 
Soviet Union before Russia adhered to the Atlantic Charter and 
even before the charter was promulgated by Roosevelt and Church- 
ill, the Russians could, if they wished, make a strong argument 
that no violation of the charter was involved in fixing the Russo- 
Polish boundary approximately on the line which the three major 
powers have now endorsed. 


° The vital question concerning Poland and other 
Poland 5 Test liberated nations on the border of the Soviet 
Union is whether they are to have truly independent governments 
freely chosen by democratic means. In the Crimea declarations 
on Poland Stalin admits that the present Lublin regime is not rep- 
resentative of all democratic elements in Poland. He agrees that it 
is to be broadened by the inclusion of additional leaders both from 
within Poland and outside it. He agrees furthermore that this re- 
organization of the Lublin regime is to be supervised by a three- 
power commission sitting in Moscow. 

The test is, of course, not what is said in the Crimea declara- 
tion, but what actually happens. However, the Russians are in full 
physical possession of Poland and no one could have compelled 
them to agree to the broadening of the Lublin regime under the 
joint supervision of the three powers. The fact that they made 
these “concessions,” if you wish to call them that, is decidedly 
encouraging. 

Word has already come from London that Stanislaw Mikola- 
jezyk, former premier of the Polish government in exile, is ready 
to go to Warsaw to co-operate with the Lublin regime. Mikola- 
jezyk is the acknowledged leader of the Peasant party, which was 
the largest party in Poland prior to the war. He holds the con- 
fidence of Churchill and of Roosevelt—more so than any of the 
exiled Polish leaders since the death of General Sikorski. Some 
of the members of the Polish government in exile have long since 
lost the confidence of both the British and American governments 
by pressing policies obviously contrary to the overriding interests 
of the U. S. and Britain, as well as of the Soviet Union. 


. We have not heard the last of the Polish 
More To Come problem, but an important step has been 
taken away from its treatment unilaterally by the Russians. 

The Crimea declaration on liberated Europe provides also that 
whenever, in the opinion of the three governments—soon to be 
four by the inclusion of France—conditions in any European lib- 
erated state or any former Axis satellite state makes it necessary 
“they will immediately consult together on the measures neces- 
sary to discharge the joint responsibilities set forth in this declara- 
tion.” These joint responsibilities include the formation of pro- 
visional governments “broadly representative of all democratic 
elements in the population,” the holding of free elections at the 
earliest possible moment, and when necessary the supervision of 
such elections. 

In the face of these declarations and of the provisions made 
for carrying them out, one can assert that Stalin “won” the Crimea 
conference only by assuming (1) that the Russians do: not intend 
to live up to their pledges and (2) that Britain and the U. S. do 
not intend to live up to their pledges. Even if the first assump- 
tion were correct, the second certainly is not.

Wilde's ‘Dorian Gray’ 
Headed for Screen? 


I have a good friend in New York, a promi- 

nent executive in the world of screen and stage. 

4 Several times a year, for some years past, I 

have received from him a book, a novel, usually a current best- 

seller.- Always the novel is one which is to be made into a screen 
feature, by the company friend Oscar Doob represents. 

This week, however, I was puzzled. I received through the 
mail from friend Oscar a copy of Oscar Wilde’s novel, “The Picture 
of Dorian Gray.” 

Now this is one of my favorites among all the novels. But the 
story it tells is of such type I am somewhat puzzled as to how 
they are going to put it on the screen and, at the same time, re- 
tain any of the charm of the book and at the same time get by 
the Hays office and other boards of censors. 

Iam waiting, with interest, to receive a letter from Oscar Doob, 
telling me either they do plan a screen version of “Dorian Gray” 
or that he sent it to me for no reason at all except the desire to 
make me a gift. 

Many of the more erudite critics of the modern novel have said 
that “Dorian Gray” is the most perfect book of its type ever writ- 
ten. I do know it ig fascinating. I have read it three or four times. 

It is a story of London and of London 
Lord Henry Wotton society. There is a character named 
Lord Henry Wotton who is constantly uttering profundities and 
satiric paradoxes in thorough Oscar Wilde style. You who have 
read Wilde know that style to which I refer. For those of you who 
don’t know the writings of Wilde, here are some quotations from 
Wotton’s dialogue in “Dorian Gray”: 

“Examinations are pure humbug from beginning to end. If a 
man is a gentleman, he knows quite enough, and if he is not a 
gentleman, whatever he knows is bad for him.” 

“Philanthropic people lose all sense of humanity. 
distinguishing characteristic.” 

“Like all people who try to exhaust a subject, he exhausted 
his listeners.” 

“I can bear brute force, but brute reason is quite unbearable. 
There is something unfair about its use. It is hitting below the 
intellect.” : 

“Humanity takes itself too seriously. It is the world’s original 
sin. If the caveman had known how to laugh, history would have 
been different.” 

“Nowadays most people die of a sort of creeping common sense, 
and discover when it is too late that the only things one never 
regrets are one’s mistakes.”

When Jim Farley was postmas- 
ter general, he authorized many 
new stamp designs. When the 
printing of a new stamp began, 
he bought the first sheet to leave 
the press and presented it, un- 
perforated, to the President— 
who is, as you know, an ardent 
philatelist. 

Mr. Farley did not intend to 
be unfair. But the unperforated 
sheets, because of their scarcity,, 
were worth several thousand dol- 
lars, and the President’s collec- 
tion represented a fortune—until 
stamp dealers protested and the 
unperforated sheets were made 
available to everybody. 

When any man assumes a high 
office, people forget our theory 
of equality and show him a detf- 
erence that is an unconscious trib- 
ute to power.

It may be that these men 
are so busy pursuing safe crack- 
ing criminals that they do not 
have time to attend a school, On 
the other hand, it may be lack of 
schooling in prevention and de- 
tection of crime that enables crim- 
inals to operate so-extensively in 
Atlanta. It would seem that even 
a small police patrol could cope 
more adequately with this prob- 
lem, if such a patrol were well 
trained. ° r 
The presence of so much crime 


‘in'Atianta seems to indicate ‘that 


the police force needs intensive 
training. The police department 
is one of the most important 
branches of local government 


which the taxpayer has to sup- 


port, He has the right to demand 
that the best men obtainable be 
chosen for the force, by competi- 
tive examinations; and that when 


chosen, they may be thoroughly 
trained in the prevention and Sso- 
lution of crime, 

Policemen are not born. They 
are made by schooling in modern 
methods of crime detection. 

Many people think of civil serv- 
ice in terms of benefits to em- 
ployes only. It does benefit em- 
ployes, but it also benefits the 
employer—in this case, the tax- 
payer of Atlanta. The policemen 
and firemen of Atlanta are not 
under the regular civil service act. 
If they come under it they will 
not lose any benefits they now 
have. ‘They will simply have to 
give up their political activities. 
In other words, they would not 
have to contribute time or money 
to any person's campaign for pub- 
lic office, ,

Real estate men in that part of 
the country, familiar with the val- 
ues of such enormous old heaps 
with their requirements of serv- 
ants, explain that if legal owner- 
ship is retained at the time of the 
death of a millionaire, which 
Roosevelt is, and they are taxed 
ip the top brackets, this tax often 
exceeds by far their practical sale 
value which may be nothing. 


Other rich men in the same re- 
gion have ha less luck and have 


been less fortunate in their friends. 


One millionaire who lived in 
Westchester county, adjoining 
Dutchess county, where Hyde 
Park is, tried for several years be- 
fore his death to unload his enor- 
mous old home on the city, the 
town, the park board and the 
state. 


The public officiale to whom he 
made these offers of geherosity al- 
ways saw him coming, however, 
and frankly told him that it was 
worth more to the various public 
treasuries, in inheritance taxes 
collectible from his heirs, than it 
could possibly be worth as a pub- 
lic institution. In the present case, 
then, the Roosevelt ancestral 
home, built with the proceeds of 
the opium smuggling trade by 
Warren Delano, the’ President's 
grandfather, not only represents a 
loss of public revenue as a tax- 
able inheritance but becomes, in- 
evitably and endlessly, a direct 
burden on the national govern- 
ment for its preservation and care. 
It will be in due time a burden 
on all the neighbors because it 
then becomes a national historical 
monument, immune to local real 
estate taxes. 


It is no reproach to, any man 
that he try so to arrange his af- 
fairs that he will have to pay the 
least possible taxes. Taxation is 
not sentimental and a war of wits 
goes on constantly between the 
various collectors on one side and 
the citizen on the other. Roose- 
velt once spoke bitterly about 
men who devise clever little 
schemes, having the color of le- 
gality, to escape taxes, but any 
reviewing agent of the internal 
revenue will admit over a quiet, 
social dram, that in the matter of 
clever little schemes, the Treas- 
ury, too, is very ingenious and, 
moreover, has the right to make 
arbitrary decisions in its own fa- 
vor in border-line problems and 
almost invariably does. - 

There is no need to represent 
President Roosevelt as a generous 
man, That is not a stated consti- 
tutional requirement of the office 
and the most generous man who 
ever held it got no credit for his 
gifts to the nation but was smear- 
ed by the early New Deal propa- 
ganda as the personification and 
agent of ruthless greed. This was 
Herbert Hoover, who lived eco- 
nomically in the White House by 
contrast with the expanded serv- 
ices installed by his successor, 
and gave his entire salary to the 
government.

Ickes, rich and 
greedy and the soul and conscience 
of the administration, sued the 
small estate of a taxi operator who 
left a wife and five dependent 
children.

Be it conceded that Mrs. Roose- 
velt correctly answered the ques- 
tion, as put. But a more confiding 
informant would have expanded 
with explanatory matter. 

I found a similar peculiarity in 
the many explanations of the cost 
of her trip to the Pacific war zone 
to visit to her friend, Joseph Lash, 
who presently became engaged to 
another friend of Mrs. R., and lat- 
er returned home to marry the 
lady under Mrs. Roosevelt’s social 
auspices. It was a _ sentimental 
journey but not in the public inter- 
est and the answers to questions 
invariably gave truthful, but mis- 
leading and irrelevant assurance 
that it had not cost the Red Cross 
a penny. That was not the question 
at all. The questions were “How 
much did it cost the American 
people?” and “How much did Mrs. 
Roosevelt give the Red Cross from 
the royalties of her column?” 

Neither of which ever has been 
answered.

He’s 5,000 Miles Away and Still Heading West 


IN THE MARIANAS: ISLANDS. 
(Delayed)~—Now we are far, far 
away from everything that was 
home or seemed like home. Five 
thousand miles from America, and 
12,000 miles from my friends 
fighting on the German border. 

Twelve thousand miles from 
Sidi Bou Zid and Venafro and 
and St. Mere Eglise— 
names as unheard of on this side 


of the world as are Kwajalein and/|}p, 


Chichi Jima and Ulithi on the 
other side. : 

The Pacific names are all new 
to me too, all except the outstand- 
ing ones. For those fighting one 
war do not pay much attention to 
the other war. Each one thinks his 
war is the worst and the most im- 
portant war. And unquestionably 
it is. 


We came:to the Marianas-by 
airplane from Honolulu. The 
weather was perfect, and: yet so 
long and grinding was the journey 
that it eventually became a blur, 
and at the.end I could not even 
remember what day we had left 
Honolulu, although actually it was 
only the day before. 

We came in the same kind of 
lane that brought us from. Cali- 
orniaa—a huge, four-motored 
Douglas transport, flown by the 
Naval Air Transport Service, 

As soon as we were in the air 
Lt. Cmdr. Max Miller and I took 


off our. neckties and put on our 


house slippers. West of Pear] Har- 
bor, military formality immediate 
ly drops away. For example, in 


But the moment 
you leave Pearl Harbor they come 
off, and you never see them again. 


Max and I read a while in the 
two books we had brought with 
us—Thurber’s “My World and 
Welcome to It,” and Joseph 
Mitchell’s “McSorley’s Wonderful 
Saloon.” 


But good as they both are, we 
couldn’t seem to keep our minds 
on then, and pretty soon we were 
more willingly absorbed in a won- 
derfully informative book the 
Navy issues to westbound friends, 
called “Guide to the Western Pa- 
cific.” 

We made but two stops in the 
3,500-mile journey to the Mari- 
anas, and how we ever found 
those two tiny islands is beyond 
me, for they were the merest dots 
in the wide ocean. But they find 
them all the time, so who am I to 
worry? 

Our first stop was at Johnston 
island, four hours out from Hono- 
lulu. As it came into view I was 
shocked at how tiny it is. It is 
hardly bigger than a few airplane 
carriers lashed together, and (it 
hasn't got a tree on it. 

Yet it has been developed into 
an air field that will take the big- 
gest planes, and several hundred 
Americans live and work there. 

The climate is magnificent, and 
most of the soldiers and sailors 
wear only shorts and are deeply 
tanned. The way I feel now,'a life 
of quiet escape out there for a 
while would be wonderful. But the 
boys there are tired of “escape,” 
and the monotony of the place 
gets on their nerves. 

We stopped there for an hour 
in late afternoon, and’ then we 
took off and headed yest and 
soon it was dark. GradQally the 
passengers went to sleep in their 
seats, There was nothing to see 


out of the windows but darkhess; 
a long night over the Pacific lay 
ahead of us. The night was extra 
long, for we “wéere* ing the 
The flight orderly brought a 
blanket for each of us, and the 
passengers wrapped up. But soon 
most of them unwrapped, for the 
cabin was heated, and. even at 
high altitude it became almost too 
ot. 
It was after midnight when we 
could sense by the motors’ tone 


rand the pressure in our ears that 


we were coming down. We 
couldn’t feel that we were turning 


-but we were, for now the moon 


would be high on one side of us, 
and a few moments later it would 
be low on the other side of us. 

And then suddenly there were 
lights smack underneath us, lights 
of what séemed a good-sized little 
town, and then at last we were on 
the ground in an unbelievably bus- 
tling airport, teeming with men 
and planes and lights. The place 
was Kwajalein. 

That’s not hard to pronounce if 
you don’t try too hard. Just say 


“Kwa-juh-leen.” It’s In the Mar- 
shall islands. during last 
March and April, erican sol- 
diers» and. Marines killed 10,000 
Japanese, and opened our island 
stepping-stone path straight across 
the mid-Pacific. 

Even today our Seabees can’t 
dig. a trench for a sewer pipe 
without digging up dead Japanese. 
But even'so the island is trans- 
formed, as we so rapidly trans- 
form all our islands that are de 
stroyed: in the taking. It is a great 
air base-now. ....

food to people in . Europe who 
need it.

Nazi Refugee Ship 
Sinks; 7,700 Die 


LONDON, Feb. 18.—(4)—The 
Finnish radio reported tonight the 
sinking of the 25,000-ton German 
liner Wilhelm Gustloff with the 
loss of 7,700 persons while she was 
evacuating refugees and sailors 
from Danzig. 

The broadcast did not state how 
or when the German ship was 
sunk, but said that of the 3,700 
naval personnel and 5,000 refugees 
aboard, only 1,000 were saved. The 
Wilhelm Gustloff, a passenger 
liner before the war, had been 
converted into a troop transport. 

The French radio, quoting a 
Stockholm dispatch, said “a big 
naval battle is in progress in the 
Skagerrak,” a stretch of water be- 
tween Denmark and Norway, and 
that if confirmed “we must con- 
sider it a prelude to some import- 
ant events.”

Argentina 
Hinted Ready 
For Nazi War 


MEXICO CITY, Feb. 18.—(#)— 
Reports that Argentina might de- 
clare war on Germany within the 
next week prompted much discus- 
sion tonight among delegates who 
have arrived here for the inter- 
American conference scheduled to 
begin Wednesday, 

Several Latin-American diplo- 
mats said they believed Argentina 
might take the step in a final ef- 
fort to end her diplomatic isola- 
tion before the other republics of 


the hemisphere discuss her case. 

One well-informed delegate, 
who refused to be quoted by name, 
said Argentina was planning a 
dramatic announcement of her en- 
trance into the war Wednesday. 
Some other delegates’ were in- 
clined to doubt that there would 
be a declaration of war. 

Argentina was not invited to the 
meeting here of “American repub- 
lics co-operating in the Uni Na- 
tions war effort.” 

Until now a declaration of war 
has been a condition of acceptance 
into the United Nations family, 
but it seemed unlikely that it 
would prove effective for Argen- 
tina in view of the attitude toward 
her evidenced by the more influ- 
ential of the American govern- 
ments. 

Assistant Secretary of State 
Nelson Rockefeller, who arrived 
here today for the conference in 
company with eight Latin-Ameri- 
can ambassadors to Washington, 
fe silent on the Argentine ques- 
tion. 

Galo Plazao, Ecuadorian ambas- 
sador to the United States, how- 
ever, stated that he expected his 
nation’s delegation would “do its 
best to get the Argentine question 
settled.” 

Rockefeller, alternate delegate 
to Secretary of State Edward Stet- 
tinius, issued a statement in which 
he said the United States antici- 
pates that the meeting will be “an 
effective démonstration of inter- 
American co-operation.” 

Stettinius and Brazilian Foreign 
Minister Pedro Leao Velloso are 
expected to arrive from Rio de 
Janeiro Tuesday.

The three-day bombardment of 
Iwo, Nimitz announced, has been 
under the tactical direction of 
Rear Adm. W. H. P. Blandy. 


Japs Try To Shut 
China Rail Gap 


CHUNGKING, Feb. 18.—(#)— 
Counterattacking Japanese, at- 
tempting to close a gap in the 
Canton-Hankow railroad, have re- 
captured the Kwangtung province 
border town of Pingshek, 165 
miles north of Canton, the Chinese 
high command announced tonight. 

Chinese forces recently carved 
out the 25-mile gap on the rail 
line into .which the enemy now 
is advancing. 

In Kiangsi province Chinese 
troops continued their attempts 
to sever the Japanese supply line 
from Hengyang to the lost air base 
cities of Suichwan and Kanhsien. 

Chinese units have attacked 
Japanese positions nine miles 
south and 18 miles southeast of 
Lienhwa, one of the key points 
on this supply route. 

The U. S. 14th Air Force an- 
nounced it destroyed 55 Japanese 
aircraft and damaged 69 others 
between Feb. 8 and 14.

University Soil Testing 
Promises Farm Benefits 


By JOY BARNETT, 
Constitution Staff Writer. 


ATHENS, Ga., 


In fact, by taking advantage of | 
the soil testing services offered 
by the University of Georgia, farm- 
ers of the state should be able 
to increase crop yields on any 
kind of soil in quality and quan- 
tity, and thereby increase their 
incomes considerably each year. 


Work on soil analysis of chem- 
ical elements essential to crop 
growth was initiated at the Uni- 
versity by Prof. W. O. Collins, 
head of the agronomy department 
ll years ago. But not until now 
were farmers able to avail them- 
selves of this service in large | 
numbers. Bulletins. will go into| 
the mails this week to county) 
agents, agricultural, and vocation- 
al instructors, and to any individ- | 
ual who requests it. 


Collins, who _ inspected agricul- 
tural colleges in Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio, and Wisconsin last summer, 
is familiar with their testing meth- | 
ods. These states have been of: | 
fering the services for eight. or) 
ten years. “And they have the 
advantage over us, because their 
soils are not lacking in as many 
elements as ours,” said Collins. 

“There are 350 soils and soil 
conditions in Georgia, so the ma- 
jor part of our work for a while 
will be in studying these and 
learning how to make and inter- 
pret the tests on trem. We have 
completed our testing methods for 
amounts of available nitrogen, 
phosphorus, potassium, total or- 
ganic matter, lime, and for acid- 
ity, neutrality, or alkalinity of the 
soil,” he continued. 

With these facts specific ferti-| 
lizer recommendations can be) 
made for the various soils, in 
order to make them yield high 
quality crops.

Then, during the last month 
after Gen, MacArthur's forces had 
returned, Anderson became the 
“hound” instead of the “fox” and 
his organization of the guerrillas 
paid great dividends. 

His work well done, Anderson 
returned yesterday to Manila to 
find his girl. He came to the Santo 
Tomas internment camp, where he 
learned that Betty Lou had died 
a few months ago. Lacking proper 
medical care, the girl had died as 
the result of a ruptured appendix. 

Most of the American guerrilla 


leaders are going back home now 
for a well-earned rest. 

But not Andy Anderson.- He al- 
ready has returned to the moun- 
tains with his Filipino soldiers. 
From now on, he'll live only to 
fight—his dreams about a pretty 
girl are gone.

And why do 
parents worry more about a 16- 
year-old than an 18-year-old?) 


CASE E-291: Marsha N., aged 16, 
is a high school junior. 

“My parents refuse to let me 
have dates with boys,” she pro 
tested miserably. 

“I can’t even have a boy bring 
me home from a school party or 
the Young People’s meeting at 
church. 

“All my girl friends have: dates, 
but my parenfs say am too 
young. They tell me I cannot have 
dates until I am 18. 

“If I went to a movie only once 
per week with a boy and got home 
at a reasonable hour, don’t you 
think that would be all right?” 
DIAGNOSIS 

It is difficult to set an arbitrary 
age at which a girl or boy may 
have dates and below which he 
must refrain entirely. 

If a girl is fairly Pei matured 
and selected her male companions 
from respectable boys in her 
church or school, there should be 
no more danger at 16 than at 18. 

The reason many parents are 
unduly strict with their daughters 
is simply the fear that the latter 
will get into wrong company. 

But two or three years’ more 
age will not of itself protect a girl, 
unless she has meanwhile been 
scientifically cautioned and in- 
formed about sex matters. An ig- 
norant girl of 25 is not as safe as

If you rear your high school 
children properly in this modern 
fage, a 14-year-old will know more 
than her mother or grandmother 
did when they married. 

Since age is not a synonym for 
knowledge, it is futile to quibble 
over birthdays. 

America has too long been a vic- 
tim of the fallacy that when a man 
becomes 21, he is a mature adult, 
entitled to vote and bear the other 
obligations of intelligent adults, 
such as marriage, fatherhood or 
service on a jury. 

Many men past 21 are feeble- 
minded, Others are emotionally 
immature. And a large percentage 
cannot sift emotional appeals from 
logical arguments, so a girl's silk- 
clad calves will seduce juries of 
supposedly mature males into 
awarding damages or freeing 
criminals that logic would. never 
warrant, 

Our boys of 18 are deemed im- 
mature as regards voting, but they 
are drafted and sent to foreign 
battlefields where they die for 
their country. If they are old 
enough to give their lives for their 
country in military combat, it 
seems odd that they aren’t old 
enough to vote for it, don’t you 
think? 

Some parents go to the other 
extreme, however, and prod or 
stimulate their children of 10 or 12 
years into a premature interest in 
the opposite sex. 

Until the middle teeris,; most 
boys and girls should be chiefly 
interested in athletics and other 
social events limited mainly to 
their own sex, such as Boy Scout 
or Girl Scout activities, plus Sun- 
day school parties

Bell Worker Dies, 


Woman Injured 
In Marietta Crash 


A Bell bomber plant worker was 
killed and another was seriously 
injured early yesterday in Mariet- 
ta in a head-on collision between 

a trolley and an automobile at the 
intersection of Atlanta and Goss 
streets, according to police records. 

Herbert C. Fowler, a Bell em- 
ploye, was killed almost instant- 
ly when an automobile he was 
driving crashed into the front of 
a south-bound trolley driven by 
Fred Durham, of Atlanta, Night 
Police Chief Byron Wallace re- 
ported.

Officers quoted the trolley driv- 
er and another employe of the 
Georgia Power Company, who was 
riding on the car, as saying that 
Fowler’s automobile was speeding. 
No one on the trolley was injured. 

Fowler was a resident of Cum- 
ming, Ga. Funeral arrangements 
will be announced by Ingram Fu- 
neral Home. 

This was Marietta’s first traffic 
fatality in 1945. 

This same intersection had been 
the scene 30 minutes earlier of 
another collision, in which no one 
was injured.

War Department -sseizure of the 
strike-bound American Enka Cor- 
poration, Asheville, N. C., was au- 
eee today by President Roose- 
veit 

The White House announced 
that the President had issued an 
executive order authorizing Sec- 
retary of War Stimson to take 
possession of and operate the 
plant, which makes rayon cord 


E for tires. 


Continuation of the labor dis- 
pute at the plant, which employs 
3,000 workers, the executive order 
said, is impeding the war effort. 

The plant had been idle since 
Feb. 8. 

The War Labor Board on Fri- 
day ordered the company to arbi- 
trate grievances with the union 
and directed the workers to go 
back to their jobs. 

Subsequently two officials of 
the United Textile Workers of 
America (AFL) issued a statement 
in which they accused Chairman 
William Davis, of the War Labor 
Board, of “making a complete som- 
ersault and ending with a grand 
salaam before the company.” 


However, yesterday #» union of- 
ficial expressed belief striking 
members of the union could >e 
“prevailed upon to resume full 
production” if the company re- 
moved legal barriers and agreed 
to arbitrate. 

Today's seizure action was the 
next step.
